RESCUED BY THE MILITIA. 


Oecupants of the Hall Saved After a 
Severe Struggle. 


EXPECT WORSE TROUBLE TODAY. 


‘Savannan, Ga., Feb. 26.—This has been 
the most exciting night in the history of Sa- 
vannah. For five hours the city has trembled 
on the verge of religious riots. The entire 
white military force of the city, except 
the artillery, has been on duty. 
are ten infantry companies and the Georgia 
Hussars, the latter being dismounted. A mob 
estimated at from 3,000 to 5,000, the 

a ter part being Catholics, has challenged 
r forbearance to the extreme. 

But for the coolness of Mayor Meyers and 
the officers commanding the troops blood 
might have been the result. Bayonet charges 
were made several times to clear the streets, 
but the mob, which had gathered about Ma- 
sonic Temple, one of the prominent buildings 
of the city and situated in the heart of Savan- 
nah, stubboruly refused to retire. 

For three days it had been apparent that 
grave trouble was brewing. The city had 
been liberally placarded with notices that ex- 
Priest Slattery and his wife, described as an 
ex-nun, would lecture here on Catholicism. 
Members of the Ancient Order of Hibernians 
at once took steps to prevent their appegr- 
ance here. Petitions were circulated asking 
Mayor Meyers to refuse permissioa to the ex- 
priest to hold his lecture. The petition said 
that if Slattery was allowed to speak there 
would be disorder and riot. Five hundred 
signed the petition. When it was presented 
to the Mayor by a committee of twelve Cath- 
olics, including the Presidents of two divisions 
of the A. O. H., he hanaed them a 
written opinion from the Corporation 
Attorney to the effect that he, as Mayor, had 
no power to abridge the right of speech guar- 
anteed by the Constitution of the United 
States and Georgia. In his opinion the City 
Attorney said there could be no disorder or 
trouble if those who would be offended by 
Slattery’é4 remarks would stay away from his 
lecture. 

He urged all to do so. Mayor Meyers also 
asked the committee to advise all Catho- 
lics to keep away from the lecture.

All of today ithad been rumored 
that mobs would come from different sections 
the city and that Slattery would be killed. 
fact that he was to put on the garb of a 
priest in the course of his lecture spread like 
wildfire and raised an intense feeling among 
Catholics. : 

Mayor Meyers issued instructions to Chief 
McDermott to have the entire available po- 
lice force on hand at Masonic Tempie. Fif- 
teen policemen were stationed inside the hall 
and thirty others were massed in front. By 7 
o’ clock several hundred had collected. When 
Slattery arrived the mob had not assumed 
large enough proportions to cope with the 
police, 

By 8 o’clock a bowling mob of over 1,500 
surrounded Masonic Hall. In the hall was 
ah audience of 400, including a number of 
women. The lecturer had hardly begun be- 
fore brickbats and cobblestones began to rain 
on the windows. The police had ciosed all 


the heavy inside shutters, thus saving the 


audience from injury, only two or three be- 
ing injured by failmg glass. The rest of 
the police force was called out, and fifty men 
were soon in front of the hall. The mob 
made rushes to secure an entrance, but was 
driven back time after time by the police. 
Before 9 o'clock the mob had grown to be- 
tween 3,000 and 4,000 people. Window 
after window in the Masonic Temple was 
crushed. a 

Cries of “Kill him!“ “Down with Slat- 
tery!’ „Death to the Renegade!“ were heard. 
Ghief McDermott summoned the Mayor. The 
lecture closed at 9:30 o’clock, and it was 
apparent that it meant the loss of many lives 
for the lecturer and the audience to leave the 
hall. Up-stairs a number of members of 
secret organizations, who had cheered Slat- 
tery’s declaration that he belonged to them, 
had gatnered around the ex- priest to defend 
him as he left the hall. A number it was evi- 
dent had come armed in anticipation of 
trouble. ‘ 

As the ex-priest was about to leave the hall 
with his friends the Chief of Police stopped 
them and refused to allow any one to go 
down-stairs. Outside Mayor Meyers and Col. 
William Garrard were in consultation. The 
mob hissed the police and hooted at their or- 
ders to disperse. 

Military Alarm Sounds, 

The military alarm, eleven taps on all fire 
bells in the city, was sent in, but when it 
sounded the mob derided it. 5

Guards’ battalion escorted Slattery to the 
Pulaski House, It was some time before she 
would consent to leave her husband. She 
was assured that under no circumstances 
would the mob be allowed to hurt him. 

The four companies of guards were then 
banked about the door of the hall with the 
police and Slattery was brought down. As he 
came out with eight policemen and the Mayor 
there was a howl from the mob, but the other 
military charging pushed it back in all direc. 
tions. Slattery was placed in the center of 
the military and headed by a detachment of 
mounted police and with foot ‘police on the 
sides and four companies of. infantry, amid 
hisses and jeers, marched to the Pulaski 
House, followed by hundreds, Slattery was 


so buried in the midst of the military that the 


mob could not see him. Word had got amoung 
them that any assault would be promptly met 
with bullets. 

At the hotel a mob of five or six hundred 
gathered. The military made a solid mass in 
front of the entrance, presented bayonets, and 
Slattery waiked in uninjured, A detachment 
of police was left at the hotel to guard bim 
over night. Every door to the hotel was 
locked and guarded. 

At Masonic Hall the other seven companies 
remained asa guard for Mrs. Slattery and to 
prevent further damage to property. Find- 
ing that Slattery, had gone the mod dwindled 
away. Mrs. Slattery was placed in a carriage 
later in the night, and with a strong force of 
police was brought to the hotel. The military 
was still on duty at midnight. 

More Excesses Expected Today. 

Several policemen were so injured that they 
had to be sent home, Several of the militia 
were wounded by being struck by rocks. 
Slattery’s manager was knocked senseless 
with a sandbag. At 2 a.m. à large police 
force is still at the hotel, It will guard the 
premises all aight. 

Mrs. Siattery is booked for a lecture to- 
morrow afternoon and Slattery for one to- 
morrow night, Threats are made tonight 
that they will be driven from the city tomor- 
row. Prominent Catholics and the priests 
ere using their influence to quell the riotous 
element and to induce them to pay no atten- 
tion to Slattery’s attacks on Catholicism. 
There is great fear that temorrow may bring 
further trouble of aif even more serious char-

Spanish Minister to Mexico to Marry Miss 
Virginia Lowery in June. 
Wasnineton, D. C., Feb. 26.—[Special. ]— 
The Duke D’Areos, the recently appointed 
Spanish Minister to Mexico, left this city for 
the Mexican capital last Thursday, bearmg 
with him the promise of Miss Virginia 
Lowery, of this city, to becomie his bride. A 
dozen years ago the Duke. then an 
insignificant attaché of the Spanish Legation 
in Washington, won Miss Lowery’s heart, 
but on account of her father’s aversion to any 
but an American son-in-law she refused to 
marry him. But she would not renounce 
him. The young man’s father died recently 
and the son inherited his title and estates in 
Spain and soon afterward was appointed te 
the Mexican mission. Mr. Lowery had in the 
meantime relented and when the young man 
renewed his suit he was accepted.

HE KILLS A BURGLAR. 


WATOHMAN DELANEY MAKES SHORT 
WORK OF R. H. M’GOWAK. 


He Puts a Bullet in Mis Heart as the 
Barglar Is Robbing Lemuel J. Swift's 


mother’s arms at No. 18 Aberdeen street, 
two doors from the home of Mr. Swift. 

McGowan was discovered commg out of the 
house with two other ‘men. All wore black 
masks an, confronting the watchman, or- 
dered him to throw up his hands. Delaney’s 
revolver was already leveled, however, and 
the first shot struck McGowan in the breast. 
With a cry of agony he threw up his hands 
and fell to the sidewalk. Delaney knowing 
that this man was badly hurt gave his atten- 
tion to the other two thieves, A füsillade of 
shots followed and the men were pursued for 
several blocks. Delaney could not catch them 
and returned to where his victim had fallen. 
He was astounded when no traces of the man 
could be found. He said nothing of the mat- 
ter to the police at the Desplaines Street Sta- 
tion, and Capt. Gibbons was surprised when 
Mr. Swift called at the station in the after- 
noon and related the affair, saying a young 
man had died suddenly at No. 18 Aberdeen 
street and it was suspected that he was the 
burglar shot by Delaney. 

Capt. Gibbons detailed Policemen King and 
Lee to investigate. They went to the house, 
which is the home of Mrs. McGowan. There 
they found the body of a young man laid out 
for burial in a casket. The family vehement. 
ly protested that there was nothing un- 
usual about young McGowan'’s death; 
that he had expired early in the 
morning. of heart disease. Undertaker 
John R. Chalifoux, No. 211 South Halsted 
street, exhibited a certificate frou the Board 
of Health, issued by order of Dr. William C. 
Caldwell, No. 210 South Halsted street, to 
the effect that young McGowan died of 
“valvular heart disease. The police were 
not satisfied, however, and, removing the shirt 
from the body, found a bullet hoie over his 
heart. Dr. Caldwell insists that he is neither 
a fool nor a villain and that he was justilled in 
making his peculiar return. 


Pokes a Gun Under Bis Nose, 

Lemuel J. Swift is a real estate dealer at 
No. 217 West Madison street. He has em- 
ployed Delaney as a private watchman for 
several years to guard both his business place 
and his residence. It is Delaney’s custom to 
visit the residence every hour. Between 3 
and 4 o’clock yesterday morning he went to 
Mr. Swift’s residence to examiye the doors. 


He noticed one of the parior windows open 


about a foot. Stspping softly to the door he 
started to open it. At that moment it was 
dashed violently in his face. At the same time 
aman wearing a black mask shoved a gun 
under his nose and, with an oath, commanded 
him to hold up his hands. Delaney raised 
his right hand, but it held a revolver. He 
pointed it directly at the burglar’s heart and 
pulled the trigger. 5 

My God, I am a dead man,” ebrieked the 
burglar. He fell to the floor of the entrance 
and thou rolled down the steps. 

At the same moment Delaney heard the 
sound ofa shot and a bullet whizzed by his 
head. He turned and saw two men leaping 
from the front window, each carrying a re- 
volver. : 

„We will ‘do’ you for that,” shouted one 
of the men. 

Both began firing at Delaney, who held his 
ground gamely. He returned the fire, fol- 
lowing the men as they retreated, The thieves 
finally turned and ran with Delaney ina hot 
pursuit. He followed them for. two blocks 
through the alley between Monroe and Madi- 
son streets, but they eluded him by juniping 
over a fence, 

“Dead Man” Had Pied. 

Delaney hastened back to Aberdeen 

street alter giving up the hope of capturing 


the fugitives. He fully expected to find a 


dead man lying on or near the steps, and was 
astonished when not the slightest evidence of 
the wounded burglar could be found. Delaney 
searched the alleys and back yards in the vi- 
cinity, but could find nothing. He was finally 
compelled to give up the search as a fruitless 
one, and determined to wait for the develop- 
ments that the day would bring forth. 

Gomg back to No. 14 Aberdeen street, 
Delaney found Mr. Swift, who was trying to 
find out the extent of his losses. 

“I know that the thief was mortally hurt,“ 
said Swift, “for I heard his piteous cry.” 

“It is a mystery how he got away,“ replied 
Delaney, for Ihad my gun against nis heart 
— I could almost hear the bullet pierce his 

rt.“ . 

Mr. Swift and the watchman then made an 
examination of the house. It was found that 
the thieves gained an entrance by prying 
open the front window. They had gone 
through the house from top to bottom and 
both front and back doors were open. Mr. 
Swift sleeps in a front room up- 
etairs. One of the robbers had en- 
tered this apartment and taken a 
gold watch valued at $75, which hung in a 
small entchel near the head of the bed. This 
was all the booty secured. 

Police Finally Hear of It. 

Yesterday afternoon about 3 o'clock er- 
Ald. C. F. Holden, who lives in the neighbor- 
hood, called at Mr. Swift’s office and told 
aim about a mysterious death which had 
taken place early that morffing at the resi- 
dence of Mrs. McGowan, No. 18 Aberdeen 
street. The neighbors were talking about 
it, Mr. Holden said, and euggested that 
the affair be reported at the Despiaines Street 
Station. Mr. Swift called on Capt. Gibbons 
and related his experience on the preceding 
evening and the remarkable disappearance of 
the wounded burglar. Policemen King and 
Lee went to the house, which was crowded with 
mourning women. oung Herbert Mc- 
Gowan was laid out in a handsome coffin. 

The old mother of the dead man sat in a 
corher of the room moaning in anguish. The 
policemen attempted to secure some sort of 
information from her,

McGowan. “I do not know.

Dr. Caldwell’s Side of the Case, 

Dr, Caldwell was seen at his office last 
night. He said: 

„ made the death return and there is no 
use denying it. I found McGowan in an un- 
conscious condition. I applied the stethe- 
scope. There were pronounced evidences of 
mitral regurgitation or a leakingof the valves, 
I saw that the man was dying, and he did ex- 
pire in a few minutes.” 

“* Didn’t you examine the man’s breast“ 

“No; I never saw any evidences of a 
wound, The people told me that he had heart 
trouble. 

„Was there no bullet hole in his shirt?“ 

„never saw any. Now look here, con- 
tinued the doctor, I have a choice of two 
things here—to be either considered a fool 
When I 
went to that house I was not looking for blood 
or wounds. I had a right to make that re- 
turn. Of course lam sorry 1 did it now. A 
fellow can’t always tell how a thing is going 
to end. 

“You mean that it is a question of being 
found out? 

That -s about it.“ replied the doctor with 
a laugh. But I am not afraid to make my 
explanation in court. There was valvular 
trcuble. When one of the valves is punc 
tured that is valvular trouble. 

Dr. Caldwell afterward admitted that he 
did observe a bullet wound; that it entered 
sideways, piercing the right lung and heart. 
This would also cause heart disease, the doc- 
tor said, 

McGowan was a stalwart young fellow, 
about 5 feet 1044, with black hair and eyes. 
There is no question that he dragged himself 
by inches along the sidewalk from Mr. Swift's 
residence to his own home, No, 10 Aberdeen 
street. He was formerly employed as an ele- 
vator conductor in the Masonic Temple, but 
bad been out of employment for a considera- 
bie time. | 

The funeral was to have been held at 12 
oog today.

HELPING FARMERS TO BUY SBED.

Plan Devised by Chicago's Board of Trade 
for the Destitute., 

The committee of the Board of Trade ap- 
pointed to devise a plan by which the drought 
sufferers in the trans-Missouri region may be 
relieved submitted its report to the director- 
ate yesterday. The plan, which is regarded 
as an admirable one, was approved. It pro- 
vides that a fund shall be raised by popular 
subscription. With this money grain for seed 
purposes will be purchased and sold to the 
destitute farmers. The farmers can't pay 
cash for it, but they will be required to give 
mortgages on the crops that may be produced 
from tha grain. The notes secured by the 
mortgages are to be paid in the event of a 
sufficient crop. The distribution or sale of 
the grain will be made by the leading bankers 
and merchants in the drought districts, The 
Board of Trade committee is now endeavor- 
ing to learn the location and extent of the dis- 
tress by letters addressed to bankers in West- 
ern Nebraska, Kansas, and South Dakota, 
where the crop failures were the worst. 
The following comprise the committee ap- 
pointed to solicit subscriptions on the Board 
of Trade: Representing the elevators, George 
A. Seaverns; wheat, E. H. Phelps; provisions, 
W. C. Hately ; grain receivers, W. S. Seaverns; 
corn and oats, George D. Boyden, Lyman J. 
Gage will be constituted trustee of the funds 
contributed to purchase supplies, and the 
money will be paid out on requisitions of H. 
W. Rogers, C. L. Raymond, and F. G. Logan, 
who will have charge of buying and distrib- 
uting seed supplies. 

Texaman, Neb., Feb. 26.—A meeting was 
called at the town hall at noon yesterday for 
the purpose of considering a proposition pur- 
porting to come from the Chicago Board of 
Trade relative to furnishing the destitute 
farmers of the county with seed grain. The 
sentiment of the meeting favored the idea. 


ARE DENIED THE USE OF THE MAILS. 


Tollet Preparation Company in Milwaukee 
Ie Shut Out.

Bend to this city. Miss Bentz is the Secre- 
tary of the Woman's Codperative Toilet com- 
pany. Like the South Bend concerns this 
one operates by advertising for women 
agents in all partg of the country. 
Soon after the company was established here 
it began to receive many money orders, It is 
estimated that it cashed between fifty and 
seventy-five every day. They were all made 
out te Bertha Benz, Secretary; John Smith, 
or Florence Smith.

information. That the brewers are trying 
hard to get into some kind of a combination 
for mutual profit is beyond question. 
Since and before the old agreement 
was abandoned the brewers have 
been doing business at a loss. They 
claim at the present price of $4 a barrel, 
with the losses incidental to backing 
saloonkeepers, there is no profit in making 
beer. While the agre@ment was supposed to 
be in force there wag so ‘mtich cutting of 
prices that the pretense of a combination 
was abandoned. Now they are. worsd off 
than before and there isa general desire to get 
out of the woods. 

George A. Weiss, President of the Ameri- 
can Brewing company, said last night there 
had. been no options given the English syndic- 
ate and pronounced the whole story as false. 
He said the brewers would have to find some 
way to improve their position, but he be- 
lieved it would fake another year of low 
prices and losses to bring them to their senses. 
He said the trouble was the owners of brewer- 
ies did not wish to lose their individuality 
and the control of their property by going 
into a combination wherein their only func- 
tion would be to draw their share of the 
profits if profits there should be. 

Deay Kaowledge of Any Deal. 


Henry Bigelow of Boston, the promoter 
who induced English capital to take iuterest 
in Chicago and Milwaukee breweries, was 
asked for information in regard to the 
scheme to secure the control of the 
independent breweries. He professed to 
know nothing about it. ## However, 
it is generally understood in brewing circles 
that Mr. Bigelow’s presence in Chicago for 
the last few months has been due to an effort 
on his part to bring about an arrangement 
that would be beneficial tg the syndicate. An- 
other man, well posted in the affairs of 
the brewing trade, said there was a 
plan proposed, which hai not been 
agreed upon, for the consolidation of 
the independent breweries and the isguance 
of first mortgage bonds to the amount of 
$5,000,000, these bonds to be the preferred 
lien on the property, and the actual owners of 
the plants to hold the common stock.

He said he thought 
the Britishers had all the brewery stock they 
wanted for the present at least, and he did 
not look for relief from the existing situation 
in that direction.

OQONFERBEES FAIL TO AGREE ON THE 
SAWAUIAN- PROJECT. 


Indications Are, However, That the House 
wilt Yet Yield=Morgan and Others 


Willing to Risk an Extra Session Rath- - 


er than Have the Item Fail—Fa‘uous 
Threats of Lobbyists to Resurrect the 
Pool BilleFacts Touching the Fort 
Leavenworth Prison Scheme, ; 
Wasurraton, D. C., Feb. 26. -[Special.}]— 
Cable communication between the United 
States and Hawaii is the thing which is just 
now upsetting parties in both Senate and 
H The Conference committee which has 
the diplomatic and consular bill in charge 
was again unable to agree today on the cable 
scheme. The conference between Senate and 
House was in this case u singular affair. There 
were three conferreesappointed by the House 
whose duty it was to resist the amendment 


of the Senate providing an appropriation of 
000 to begin work ona cable to be 
0 by the government. One of these was 
Mr. Hitt of Illinois, who was in favor of the 
cable, while the other two, including 
Chairman McCreary of the Foreign Af. 
fairs committee, were opposed to the measure. 
Thus it will be seen the House, which had 
voted not to accept the Senate amendment, 
was fairly represented in the Conference 
committee. On the Senate side matters were 
different. The Conference committee was 
made up of Senators Blackburn, Brice, and 
Hale. Of these the two Democrats were bit- 
terly opposed to the cable project, and voted 
pean Ae the amendment in the Senate. They 
were put in the curious parliamentary posi- 
tion of insisting on an amendment which 
they did not believe in and would continue to 
vote against in the Senate. Under ordinary 
circumstances the two determined House 
conferrees would soon have won over the two 
weak-kneed Senate representatives, leaving 
Hitt and Hale out in the cold. Asa matter 
of fact the Senate conferrees did not yield, 
for they knew they would be repudiated in the 
Senate. a 


*

They will therefore report back their inabil- 
ity to agree with the men with whom in fact 
they agreed perfectly. The Senate will insist 
on its cable amendment. and a new confer. 
ence will be ordered. The cable has a strong 
majority in the Senate, including half a dozen 
of the most influential of the Democratic 
leaders. It is probable ait the next conter- 
ence the Senute representatives will yield os- 
tensibly to the House, and report back a rec- 
ommendation to that efféct to the Senate. 
Thereupon the Senate will proceed to wound 
the feeling of ite conferrees by insisting that 
the cable project remain in the bill. Senators 
like Morgan of Alabama declare they would 
sooner see the appropriation bill fail than 
give up the cable project, and announce their 
perfect willingness to accept the responsibil- 
ity. Senator Morgan, as Chairman of the 
Foreign Relations com mittee, is still sore over 
the scant courtesy accorded his Nicaragua 
Canal project in the House and is unwilling 
to give up Hawaii as well. Some of the op- 
ponents of the cable have been attempting to 
make capital by asserting the President will 
undoubtedly veto the bill if the cable amend- 
ment is retained. The friends of Hawaii 
would like nothing better than such an out- 
come, for it would necessitate an extra ses- 
sion, with the whole Hawaiian policy as its 
pivotal point. In such a case, it is asserted, 
the annexation of the islands would be rushed 
through Congress, thus giving needed relief 
from perplexing financial questions. There 


is not the slightest doubt that at an extra ses- 


sion Hawaii would be treated tenderly in 
both House and Senate. The chances are 
therefore that the Senate will insist on its 
amendment and that the House will yield, 
that body already having shown signs of a 
stampede for the cable.

Among the items in the sundry civil appro- 
priation bill now pending before the Senate is 


a proviso that the military prison at Fort 


Leavenworth, Kas., be transferred from the 
War Department to the Department of Jus- 
tice? to be used for the confinement of per- 
sons convicted in the courts of crimes against 
the United States and sentenced to terms of 
imprisoninent of more than one year. In the 


annual report of the Secretary of War atten- 


tion is called to this subject, and it is stated it 
would save men and money to the army, and 
enable the government to carry out econom- 
ically a project for the care of prisoners of 
the United States, which has already received 
the approval of Congress. This prison has 
capacity for 550 convicts, and is in 
excellent condition for their custody. 
During tie last fiscai year this in- 
stitution was charged against the army 
appropriation for $79,489, not including the 
pay and allowances of eight officers and 133 
men who were withdrawn for its management 
and care from the active force of the army. 
Transporting prisoners and guards to the 
prison from various posts increases the above 
sum to upwards of $100.000annually. What- 
ever may have n the necessities when the 
prison was established large posts in every 
military department are now well adapted to 
to the confinement of offenders against mili- 
tary law. By detaining them at posts within 
the —— in which the otfenses are com- 
mit an annual saving of $15,000 in trans- 
portation alone is practicable. Punishment 
for violations of military law in most cases 
can better be served by confinement in 
smaller numbers at the large posts than by 
the questionable influence of a large prison.

In a message Dec. 6, 1886, the President 
of the United States recommended the estab- 
lishment of a prison for United States con- 
victé and three years agoa law was enacted 
for the selection of sites for three such institu- 
tions at a cost not exceeding $500,000 each, 
but no appropriation was madeto carry the 
act into effect. Legislation authorizing con- 
versation of the military prison into a United 
States institution under the care and custody 
ofthe Department of Justice has been sug- 
gested as being desirable on military and civil 
grounds. According to the terms of the prop- 
osition now before the Senate the Secretary of 
War is authorized to transfer before Sept. 30, 
1895, such prisoners as may then be serving 
unexpired sentences of confinement at the 
military prisons for former military offenses 
tosuch military posts as he may designate 
for that purpose. The Attorney-General is to 
transfer to the United States prison at Fort 
Leavenworth such prieoners in State prisons 
and penitentiaries as can be conveniently ac- 
commodated at the new United States Peni- 
tentiary. An — A and wide-awake 
clerk at the Department of Justice, in antici- 
pation of favorable action by the Senate on 
thie measure, has put in his application for the 
Wardenship of the certo United States 
Penitentiary at Fort Leavenworth.

BERRY’S VICIOUS ATTACK ON GORMAN, 


He Holds Up to Ridicule the Marylander’s 
Civil Service Ideas. 


Wasnuiveton, D. C., Feb. 26.—The incident 
in the Senate today was on the amendment 
touching protection of timber lands. Berry 
of Arkansas opposed the reduction from 
$80,000 to $60,000, and Gorman energet- 
ically opposed an increase, declaring he knew 
no party, no administration, in his action on 
these appropriation and considered only th 
public service.

If,“ said Mr. Berry, the Senator 
meant to infer that he [Berry] was getting 
this appropriation in order to put the political 
favorites in place, then he was stating what 
was not true.“ Then Mr. Berry added with 
great bitterness: It has been repeatedly’ 
charged that the Senator from Maryland [Mr. 
Gorman] has filled out one of the great 
branches of the government with his ap- 
pointees.”’ 

Mr. Gorman was apparently unruffled and 
made no reply. 


FOR BETTER INSPECTION OF CATTLE, 


Conferrees Agree te Amendments to the 
Agricultural Bill. 

Wasninetos, D. C., Feb. 26.—The 
House and Senate conferrees on the agri- 
cultural appropriation bill have agreed on 
the differences between the two Houses. The 
Senate amendment to appropriate $40,000 
for the extermination of the gypsy moth is 
stricken out, and the amendments recom- 
mended by Secretary Morton authorizing the 
Secretary of Agriculture to cause to be in- 
spected live cattle whose meat is intended for 
exportation in any form, and the condition to

Wasutnoron, D. C., Feb. 26.—In the House 
today Mr. McGann called up the national ar- 
bitration bill entitled a bill concerning 
carriers engaged in inter-State commerce 
and their employés.” The purpose of the bill 
is to provide a board of conciliation consist- 
ing of the Commissioner of Labor and the 
Chairman of the Inter-State Commerce Com- 
mission, whose duty it should be when a con- 
troversy concerning wages, hours of labor, 
or conditions of employment arose between a 
carrier under this act and the employés of 
such carrier seriously interrupting or threat- 
ening to interrupt the business of said carrier 
to put themselves in communication with the 
parties to such controversy, and shall use 
their best efforts by mediation and concilia- 
tion amicably to settle the same; and if such 
efforts should be unsuccessful at once to e- 
deavor to bring about an arbitration of said 
controversy by submitting the same to a 


board consisting of three persons, one to be 4 


chosen by the employés, one by the employery 
and these two selecting the third. 

Mr. Erdman (Dem., Pa.) explained the pro- 
visions of the bill, which, he said, was orig- 
inally drawn by the Attorney-General, and, 
after being carefully considered and per- 
fected by the Committee on Labor, today had 
the support of all the chiefs of labor organi- 
zations involved and of the Commissioner of 


Labor. 

„Does the bill provide compulsory arbi- 
tration, asked Mr. Simpson (Pop., Kas. ). 

„By no means,” replied Mr. Erdman. 
„The railroads favor it. The laboring men 
have considered it in all its phases, und their 
representatives are here today anxiously 
urging it. The bill has behind it the unani- 
mous st pport of our committee.“ 

Mr. Fithian (Dem., III.) took occasion to 
make a bitter speech denouncing the action of 
the President in sending the troops to Chicago 
last year to suppress the strike. He declared 
that Mr. Cleveland’s action was, unconstitu- 
tional and that when the full facts were 
known, Gov. Altgeld’s position would be 
commended everywhere, ‘I predict,” said 
he, that the name of Gov. Altgeld will live 
in history as one who ina great crisis in the 
events of our common country stood for law- 
ful and constitutional government against 
government by injunction, government by 
force, and overnment in violation 
of law, whic is anarchy of the 
worst and most vicious sort. Whatever may 
have been the provisions of the Federal statutes 
under the inter-State commerce law and pos- 
tal la we, he said, in conclusion, all lawyers 
must admit that these statutes must be con- 
strued with reiation to their bearing to the 
Federal Constitution. No act of oe in 
violation of the Constitution can become the 
law of the land. All acts in violation of the 
Constitution are void and have no more as 
laws of this country than the decrees of the 
Czar of Russia, and inasmuch as the Cohstitu- 
thon clearly forbids the sending of troops into 
a State without being called for by the Legis- 
lature or Governar of the State, the act of 
the President was not only in violation of the 
Constitution but was in violation of his own 
office, which requires him to swear to pro- 
tect and defend the Constitution of the United 
States.’ Had the action taken by the Prési- 
dent been taken bya Republican President 
he would not have escaped having articles of 
impeachment preferred against him by this 
Democratic Congress. 

Speeches favoring the ‘bill were made by 
Mr. Ikert (Dem., O.), Henderson (Rep., Ia.), 
ana Dunn (Dem., N. J.). 

On motion of Mr. Tawney (Rep., Minn.) 
an amendment was adopted in the shape of a 
provision that no empioyé should be pun- 
ished for failure to comply with an arbiira- 
tion award as by contempt of court.

SENATE IS STILL FOND OF SUGAR, 


It Votes for a Bounty with a Rush, bat 
May Be Balked. 
Wasninetor, D. C., Feb. 26.—[Special. ]— 


While the sugar bounty proposition passed 


the Senate with a rush today it will meet with 
determined opposition in the House. The re- 
sult in the Senate was effected by a combi. 
nation of the forces of the planters of Louis- 
jana, the beet sugar growers of Nebraska, 
Kansas, Dakota, and California, and the 
Yankee maple sugar boilers, Back 
of it all was the sympathy for the 
poor farmers of the West who have 
euffered from the drought. Various schemes 
to help them have failed, and so it was thought 
wise to assist the beet-growers by giving them 
the bounty of which they were deprived by 
the Democratic tariff bili. The Republicans 
voted for the amendment because the sugar 
bounty has been a party measure, and 
cause they believe itto be the stepping-stone 
to free sugar. In the House there will be 
a determined fight on the bounty, and some 
of the Senators who voted to help out 
the sugar-growers did so on the distinct 
understanding the amendment would finally 
be dropped in conference. The amendment 
as it was passed is in two sections. One pro- 
vides for the payment of the bounty on the 
crop of 1894, which was undoubtedly earned 
fairly, but was shut off by an unexpected rul- 
ing of the Treasury Department. second 
paragraph provides for a future bounty 
whi will take $5,000.000 at least 
out of Treasury and possibly 
twice as much more. Senator Gorman 
entered a strong protest against the future 
bounty on the ground that the Senate was in 
difficulties and could not possibly stand the 
strain unless provision were made to supply 
the money. his istaken to mean that the 
action of the Senate in swelling the appro- 
priation bills with bounties and similar large 
items will be used as an argument in favor of 
the issue of the Treasury certificates, 

Thequestion was divided, the vote béing 
upon the proposition for bounty on sugar 
produced prior to the passage of the tariff 
act, and it was agreed to—yeas 46, nays 20— 
as follows: :

FOR PACIFIC RAILWAY LEGISLATION, 


More Attempt: Will Be Made to Get Up 


the Reilly Bill, 

Wasnineron, D. C., Feb. 26.—There seems 
to belittle doubt that more attemptsat Pa- 
cific railway legislation will be madein this 
Congress. While the Rules committee of the 
House has not formally decided to grant no 
more time, representations of the impossi- 
bility of action by the Senate have been made, 
which have probably decided the committee. 
Supporters of the bill went to the Senate to 
make a canvass of its chances and were told 
by Senator White (Cal.) that half a dozen 
Senators had resolved to see to it that no leg- 
islation on the lines of the Reilly bill should 
pass the Senate. 

The members of the House Pacific railwey’s 
committee who are opposed to the second 
bill for settling the debtsof the Union and 
Central Pacific companies have presented to 
the House a minority report signed by Messrs. 
Snodgrass (Tenn.), Harris (Kas), and 
Cooper (Wis.). The report says: 

We cali attention to the following fatal defects 
of the bill: While ostensibly providi for the 
payment of the principal of the subsidy bonds, 
amounting to 4,62,3512, it really gives to the 
debtor companies simply an option which they 
may or may not accept, and during which time 
the burden of providing for the payment of all 
sums, principal and interest, which may fall due 
is thrown upon the government. Should the pro- 
visions of the bill be accepted by the debtor com- 
panies it will result in the transfer of the lien 
which the goveroment holds as to the prope! 
of the debt to parties whose interest wil 
tirely antagonistic to that of the government in 
the fina! payment of the net interest advanced, 
amounting to the sum of $75,712,429, which is, 
by the terms of the bill, expressly relegated toa 
third place as a security—which will be in effect 
ho security whutever, as there will be, superior 
to the government claim, the sum of $129,247,- 
024—one-half drawing 8 per cent and one-half 4 
ae cent, all of which will beso managed as to 

estroy any possibility of the ultimate payment 
of the government interest. 


SCHEMES OF SILVER DEMOCRATS. 


Plans Making for a Declaration in Favor 
of Free Coinage. 

Wasuinatox, D. C., Feb. 26.—For some 
time there has been a discussion carried on 
by the House free silver leaders over the prac- 
ticability of a plan to unite their forces and 
to crystalize their ideas into some sort of 
platform or declaration. The net result has 
been the draft of a declaration addressed to 
the Democrats of the United States and out- 
lining a financial policy for the Democratic 
party. This paper has been circulated on the 
Democratic side of the House and is being 
vigorously discussed with the object of obtain- 
ing the consensus of opinion of siiver Demo- 
crats upon its expressions. The chief insti- 
gators of the movement are Messrs, 
Bland (Mo.), Bryan (Neb.), Sibley (Pu.). 
and Coffeen (Wyo.). Their paper in 
substance states the financial policy 
of the party to be for the free coinage of gold 
and silver on terms of equality at the ratio of 
sixteen to one, for the issue of all paper money 
by the government without the intervention 
of banks, and opposition toany issue of in- 
terest bearing bonds without the authority of 
a special act ot Congress. If support of a 
majority of the party, if Congress can be 
pledged to a financial platform, it is intended 
to issue the manifesto to the Democrats of the 
United States within a few days. 

The friends of the amendment to the 
sundry civil bill providing for an issue of 
$100,000,000 certificates of indebtedness 
have about concluded that they will be unable 
to get the bill through as long as the amend- 
ment remains a part of it. 

The conference of members of the Amer- 
ican Bimetallic League still continues in ses- 
sion at the league rooms here, with the 
pr ts of continuing several days yet. The 
gréat object to be attained beyond reasonable 
doubt is the organization of a national silver 
party. 

But few Eastern members have been ap- 
proached and the Populists are entireiy ig- 
nored with the expectation that they will 
come into the Democratic party if it declares 
for free silver. How far this canvass 
been inspired by the meeting of the 
Executive committee of the Bimetallic 
League it is impossible to say. 
Most of the Denfocrats who have been pre- 
sented with the first draft of the manifesto 
are more or less reluctant to discuss the 
movement, because secrecy has been enjoined 
upon them until a definite agreement shall 
have been cemented. 

Mr. Bryan has made an incomplete canvass 
of the silver Democrats in the Senate. He 
did not present any prepared declaration, 
such as he thought it would be wise to make, 
but merely submitted to them the question of 
the advisability of such a move- 
ment, and suggested, among other 
things, that a joint meeting of 
the silver Democrats in the two Houses be 
held before adjournment for the considera- 
tion of the matter. It is understood that 
while many of the Democratic Senators ex- 


pressed interest in the question and stated | 


that it struck them favorably upon first 
thought they would prefer to have time to 
think it over in all its bearings before finally 
committing themselves to the project.

Points in the Report. 


The report of the Commissioners to the 
Mayor in part is as follows: 

In accordance with the rules governing the 
Police Department of the City of Chic and 
our appointment as Civil Service Com oners 
we have examined all the members of thé police 
forces of the city who have been on said force 
less than ten years, the number of officers exam- 
ined being in the neighborhood of 2. 900 out of a 
total of some 3,500 policemen composing the 
Police Department. 

Upon giving the papers to the examiners we 
directed them to give as much credit for knowl- 
edge of the rules of the department—which rules 
prescribe the duties of the officers—as to all 
other subjects upon which the officers were ex- 
amined ; and in looking over the N of the 
examiners we find that those who failed to pass 
their examinations averaged 50 per cent less in 
knowledge of their duties than the average of 
those who did pass, demonstrating to our minds 
that those who were returned as having failed in 
their examination are not possessed of sufficient 
knowledge of their duties as officers to warrant 
their retention on the force; while on the con- 
trary the force at large is shown by this exam- 
ination to have a very complete and satisfactory 
knowledge of the duties which policemen are 
called upon to render to the community. 

The examiners report that 220 of the papers 
which they have examined show a marking less 


than the minimum of marks required to pass the 


examination; the remainder of the papers— 
about 300—wiil de examined and reported on 
within a few days. Upon receiving these ee 
we ascertained from our roll the names of those 
failing to pass and return the same to you here- 
with with a recommendation that they be dis- 
charged from the force. 

Our attention has been called to the record for 
bravery of nine of the men who failed to pass, 
but under the rules governing us we find our 
— unable to take those records into consider 
ation. 

This communication was referred to Supt. 
Brennan by the Mayor with tne request that 
he comply with the recommendations of the 
commission except as to the nine men therein 
mentioned, whose records show that they have 
distinguished themselves for bravery while in 
the service,

Large Helder of Rapid Transit Second 
Section Bonds Are Quietly Organizing 
for Their Own Protection=—Some Like 


Street Bondholders Sign the Agreement 


and Others KickesStock Market Wes 
Dall, but Prices Are Firm—Bank Stock 
Statistics, 


If the passage of the Ogden gas ordinance 
by the Council Monday night was for the pur- 
pose of influencing stock market operations 
it came ata peculiarly fortunate time. The 
passage of that ordinance. taken in connec. 
tion with the Attorney-General’s statement 
that he would proceed against the gas com- 
panies which have recently made a change in 
officers, had a sharp effect on the market. Chi- 
cago had been selling gas all day Monday, 
and that fact is taken as pretty good indica- 
tion that stock market interests are behind 
the Ogden ordinance. The New York market 
was generally soft yesterday, and the special- 
ly depressing influences affecting gas coming 
on an otherwise weak market sent the pzutce of 
that stock off easily. The stock sold down’ to 
70% after having closed Monday at 72%. Some 
of the same Chicago houses which have been 
heavy séliers in the stock market were buyers of 
large amounts of tlie stock yesterday. 

In stuck market circles the new ordinance 
generally attributed to a group of brokers 
Aldermen who united their interests for a coup in 
the market. The theory thatit is a blanket ordi- 
nance, to be used to unite all the gas interests in 
Chicago, is rejected because it provides for 90- 
cent gas and for 3% per cent of gross earnings to 
be paid to the city. which would reduce the price 
of gas to nearly 86% cents net. The gas people 
declare that is too low, and that such an ordinance 
has no attraction eitherfor them or for any one else 
who is famtliar with the gas business. Of course 
it is true that there were much the same opin- 
ions expressed. regarding the Universal Gas or- 
dinance when it was passed, That provided for 
90-cent gas, and both the Chicago Gas people 
and the Mutual Fuel people deciared t an 
ordinance which would net the company but 90 
ceuts was not at all desirable. The gas bonds 
showed considerable weakness yesterday as a 
direct result of the same influences which weak- 
ened the market for the gas stock. 

Some of the larger holders of the second sec- 
tion bonds of the Alley Elevated company are 
organizing to protect their interests in the event 
of any foreclosure proceadings. There has been 
no general call fora meeting of the holders of 
these second section bonds, but most of 
the large holders have been privately 
talking over the situation and are said to 
be banding together. The bonds are com- 
ing in to the First National Bank rapidly and 
there are now signatures of the hoiders of nearly 
$2,000,000 of the nds, Z. Leiter has re- 
turned from Washington. He said yesterday 
that there was nothing new to say regarding the 
situation of the company, but he is now ready to 
take up the matter actively and he hopes that 
some plan will soon be worked out. Holders of 
the first mortgage bonds are signi the follow.

“The last two years has brought to view some 
strange financiering. but the proposition of the 
Lake Street Elevated stockhoiders hose equity 
in the property bas nothing asa basis (I under- 
stand the stock was never paid for) is about as 
queer a bit of fancy financiering as ever came to 
my notice The people who own the stock are 
not innocent holders who were cajoled into buy- 
ing under false representations. The holders of 
more than a majority of the stock are among the 
shrewdest moneyed men of this city, and knew 
the exact status of the security which they were 
purchasing. The remaining stockholders are 
not entitled to any pity, as it was 
their duty when they bought their stock 
to make inquiry and ascertain the exact 
standing of their security. Any responsible 
financial house will give a client full informa- 
tion about a security which hv desires to pur- 
chase and itis his duty to investigate before buy- 

The investment holdings of Lake Street 
stock by the general public are exceedingly 
small, as most of the stock is held speculatively ; 
why then should the bondholders who furnish 
the money to build the road make the stock- 
holders a present of 25 per cent ($1,900,000) of 
their security and take 15 per cent ($1,140,000) 
in an inferior lien? Are they afraid that the 
West Chicago company will change its Lake 
Street line so that it will be able to 
divert traffic from the elevated to the sur- 
face line? Suppose the stockholders of the West 
Chicago company instruct their officers to build 
a trolley. According to the last Lake Street EK. 
evated report the company earned one-half of its 
interest charges. Why don't they wait until the 
time arrives when a foreciosure can made, 
buy in the property for the amount of its bonded 
debt, form a new corporation with a bonded debt 
of half the present amount, and give the bond- 
holders the full amount of their investmeu back 
in the stock of tne new corporation? The pres- 
ent period of depression which wo are now pass- 
ing through is as bad as it can be, and any 
change will therefore be for the better. 
Under this plan the new bonds will be worth par 
and any improvement in the times will show a 
small dividend on the stock, The control of the 
Lake Street Elevated road is absolutely neces- 
sary to the Northwestern Elevated, which cor- 
poration has already expended a large amount of 
money and is absolutely owned by the people 
who own the majority of the Luke Street stock. 
Let the bondholders of the Lake Street road 
form a strong protective association and demand 
an assessment of $15 per share ($1,500,000) on 
the stock, then take 60 per cent in the new first 
mortgage bonds and 40 per cent in income bonds, 
and if the stockholders do not submit foreclose. 
The bondholders have complete control, but they 
do not use it.

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LLOYDS PUT UP A FIGHT ON A PRO- 
POSED ILLINOIS STATUTE. 


They Flood the Malls with Circulars Pro- 
testing Against a Deposit and Quote 
Ex-Secretary Fairchild in Favor of 
Their Form of Organization=Statement 
for 1894 of the Heme Life Insurance 
Company of New York=Chief Adjuster 
Berne of the T:ade s Passes Away. 


Lloyds are making a desperate effort to 
prevent the passage of the bill nowin the 
State Legislature providing these institations 
shall be placed directly under State super- 
vision. For some time the Lloyds have been 
flooding the mails with circulars addressed to 
members of the Legislature and to the insur- 
ing public giving the reasons as viewed from 
a Lloyds standpoint why this bill should be 
defeated. The statement is made in one of 
these circulars that the present law would 
exact more from tae Lloyds institution than 
trom a stock insurance company. This is 
true. Under the present laws of the State a 
stock company is require to have 
a paid up and unimpaired cash cap- 
ital of $100,000, while under the Dill 
objected to Lloyds are required to have not 
less than $200,000 net cash surplus over and 
above all liabilities, and this amdunt is to be 
deposited under an irrevocable trust deed ia 
a trust company to be designated or approved 
by the Superintendent of Insurance. In that 
particular the law is unques bly too strin- 
gent. While no favor should shuwn to 
one class of companies more than that shown 
to another, there should certainly be no dis- 
crimination wade egainst Lioyds, The his- 
tory of these institutions proves conclusively 
that they are lacking in certain requisites of 
good insurance, Some unknown mat, with- 
out money or without credit, can form a 
Lioyds and get on the subscription list the 
names of a haif-dozen prominent insurers 
and then begin advortising for business. 
It is true the people who subscribe to a 
iable for their share of such 
losses as accrue above the premium re- 
ceipts. To get this, however, is a matter 
most difficult of accomplishment, unless the 
subscribers pay up without question when 
called upon. If they do not the only recourse 
left to the man holding a claim against the 
Lloyds is to bring individual suits against the 
subscribers. In case a Lloyds should mike 
the cash deposit as sought under the proposed 
bili claims could be filed against that fund 
and only one suit would be necessary. In one 
of the circulars sent out Charles 8. Fairchild, 
‘President of the New York Security and 
Trust company, the ex-Secretary of the ‘T'reas- 
ury, is quoted as favoring Lloyds: If an in- 
stitution of this kind is solvent it is as solvent 
as any company; If it is insolvent, it is as in- 
solvent as other institutions could be.“ Mr. 
Fairchila’s remarks apply properly to certain 
of these institutions, but there are others in 
turn which do not deserve a word of praise.

The franchises granted are of enormous value. 

As usual it was stated that “‘eminent citi- 
zens’’ were behind these boodle measures and 
that their names would be made known in 
time. But if there are any such they are emi- 
nent only as knaves. That deceives no one. 
The gas ordinance is purely speculative. No 
honest man ie behind the electric ordinance 
or it would not have been passed in the way it 
was. In each case an ordinance some years 
old was taken up without previous notice and 
a new ordinance in the form ofa substitute 
introduced and rushed through. The whole 
business reeks with impudent dishonesty. 

Tbe third ordinafice, which may be put 
through next Monday, is probabiy one to give 
to private capital the right to establish a high- 
pressure water system. The report of the 
Committee on Water Supply, of which Mike 
Ryan and McGillen are members, speaks of the 

benefit it wonld be to have a hydraulic plant 
established in the business center of the city; 
the hydraulic elevators could be run by it at 
an enormous saving of expense, and “ thie 
hydraulic power would be an important fac- 
tor in the elimination of the smoke nuisance.” 

Four years ago an ordinance was intro- 
duced to allow the Excelsior Heat and Power 
company to lay pipes for the supplying of 
steam, hot water, or air for power or heating 
purposes. Had it been taken up night before 
last as was proposed unquestionably a substi- 
tute would have been offered leaving out the 
word hot, and thus giving to private indi- 
viduals an exceedingly profitable business 
which the city never should let out of its own 
h That steal will be put through next 
Monday, probably. The Mayor seems to 
think well of the two boodle measures passed 
Monday, and perhaps he will have a tender 
feeling for this one also. 

Taking all things into consideration, the 
character of these grants, the secrecy pre- 
served regarding them until the hour of their 
passage, and the drill and discipline of the 
‘city fathers who put them through, there 
is reason to doubt the ability of the city to 
govern itself. If the Aldermen who will do 
these things so impudently and audaciously 
really represent the morality, virtue, and 
honesty of the majority of the community 
then local self-government is somewhat of a 
failure, and it would be better for Chicago to 
be governed from Springfield. 

That is a last desperate resort, but there is 
something else which can be done. The Leg- 
islature is now in session. It ought not to ad- 
journ until it has passed a law taking out of 
the hands of the idiots and the boodlers whom 
the people seem to prefer to send to the Coun- 
cil the power to grant franchises. If the 
Council chamber must be a den of thieves, so 
be it, but do take the precaution of putting 
out of the reach of its inmates the property o 
the citizens or nothing will be left to them. 


THE TWENTY-FOURTH WARD Dis. 
GRACED, 

Night before last Messrs, Currier and Peck, 
the two Aldermen from the Twenty. fourth 
Ward, voted for two dishonest, scoundrelly, 
thievish ordinances, One of them is a fifty 
*years’ gas franchise authorizing whoever 


the streets of a city filled now with superfiu- 
ous and rusting gas pipes. The other ordi- 
nance grants the right for fifty years to string 
wires above ground and tear up the pave- 
ments to lay them underground for the pur-

The majority of the citizens of the T wenty- 
fourth Ward are honest, reputable, law-abid- 
ing men who think that to despoil the city is 
as disreputable as to take the property of a

may purcbase this boodle ordinance to rip up 
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disgrace of having Currier for a representa- 
tive for one more year. 

Not so with Peck, however. His term ends 
next month. With matchless impudence, and 
believing that the decent’ men of the ward 


ha ve sunk to his own low level and approve of 


his acts, Le has presented himself as a candi- 
date for reélection. He ought to be defeated 
overwhelmingly. He ought to be beaten by 
so tremendous a majority that he cannot help 
feeling what the honest voters of the ward 
think of bis course, and will keep out of pol- 
itics thereafter. 

If there is anything for him in these or- 
dinances his vote has helped to pass, and he 
has already had his share, let him be sent 
back to private life to enjoy it. If the divi- 
dends, if any there be, are not to be paid 
until some future time and his removal from 
the Council will deprive him of them, so 
much the better. But he must not be re- 
turned to that body, to continue voting for 
ordinances the support of which most men 
cannot reconcile with their ideas of honesty. 

Any decent man is good enough to beat 
Peck with. It does not make the least differ- 
ence whether he is Democrat or Republican. 
There is no politicsin the Aldermanic office. 


Peck is the nominee of a rotten Republican 


primary. That does not disinfect him. If 
it is easier to beat him with a reputable Dem- 
ocrat than with a Republican the honest 
members of the party must vote for a Demo- 
erat and clean out Peck. If this is not done 
the ward will bea hundred times worse dis- 
graced than now. 


THE LENTEN SEASON, 

Yesterday was the last day of social dissi- 
pation for the season. Today society lays 
aside its gay robes and pute on, figuratively 
at least, its sacloth suits which it will wear 
for forty days in cloister retirement satiating 
its appetite with lentils and reflecting upon 
the follies of life which jt has pursued with 
such zest for a year past in the streots of 
Vanity Fair. Lent strikes an entirely new 
motive in the world symphony, to be worked 
up with much sobriety and self-criticism be- 
fore it returns to the mad whirl again. That 
there is need af this goes without saying, and 
it is needed by way of contrast if for no other 
reason. The change from the hilarity of the 
carnival to the asperity of Ash Wednesday is 
none too sudden or severe. The season which 
has just closed has 
its demonds upon society, It has witnessed a 
wild whirl of receptions, parties, balls, din- 
ners, weddings, and other functions. It has 
been wearisome in its monotony, for one 
function is like another function. There are 
the same people, the same clothes, the same 
salads, the same frappés, the same perfectly 
lovely time marking the adjournment of 
each, By the close of February the profes- 
sional society man or woman reaches a point 
where rest is an absolute necessity to avoid 
collapse, and that is the main significance of 
Lent. Business will drive dn just the same, 
for nothing is allowed to stay its rapidity of | 
movement. On the outside, at leust, the 
world will whirl just as fast us ever, but the 
elimination of the social function whose pace 
is the giddiest of all will bea relief. Society 
will now take its pleasures more leisurely and 
soberly and‘the pressure will be relieved toa 
considerable extent. Possibly there will be 
some of the devotees who will really stop for 
purposes of self-examination and seriously 
ask themselves whither they are drifting, but 
the larger number will not confine their die- 
tary_to lentils or their raiment to sackcloth. 
They will simply rest and take breath, mean- 
while getting ready for the next whirl or pre- 
paring their outfits for the summer cam- 
paigns by the seaside. Thus, with forty days 
of comparative quiet at home and the recu- 
peration to be had through the summer days 
at the seashore or in the mountains, they will 
be ready to face the functions again. The 
rest is more needed than ever these days, for 
the new woman not only must meet the pure- 
ly fashionable and conventional demands of 
society, but with the extension of her scope of 
action she is now plungmg into intellectual, 
physical, political, and economical -pursuits, 
which are all the more wearisome because of 
their strangeness to her. Considering the 
multiplicity of these demands it would be a 
relief to her if Lent could be extended 
through a period of eighty days. Indeea, a 
quarter of the year would be none too long a 
resting spell considering what she is called 
upon to do in the other three-quarters. But 
an abstinence of only forty days will be a 
welcome relief from the late frivolity and a 
grateful pause in the mad rush of affairs. 
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MISS ANNA GOULD’S TKOUSSEAU. 

Probably no ivem printed in yesterday 
morning’s Tammo attracted more wide- 
spread attention than the semi-official cata- 
logue of the articles composing Miss Anna 
Gould’s trousseau. It signalizes the material 
advance which has been made by the new 
woman over her predecessor of some fifty 
years ago in this part of the maiden’s wed. 
ding dowry as well as in the radical change 
in the methods of procuring it. Half a cent- 
ury ago the bride-elect was expected to pre- 
pare her own outfit, at least so far as linens 
are concerned, especially those appertaining 
to bed and table and personal wear. She was 
trained to prepare these things, and when 
they were ready they were packed away in 
chests and drawers and made fragrant with 
lavender, pending the coming of the great 
day in the maiden’s life. No bride in those 
days failed to have on hand an ample supply 
of quilts, sheets, pillow cases, bolsters, aap- 
kins, towels, and table cloths, prepared by 
her own hands, assisted by others in the fam- 
ily, and duly marked and embroidered. 
Sometimes these articles were reinforced by 
others which had been heirloom, in the fam- 
ily and had come down from the days of the 
grand mother. 

By consulting the catalogue of Miss Anna 
Gould’s trousseau the great change in cus- 
tome will be apparent at once. Nowhere ap- 
pears any mention of those articles which 
were deemed indispensable to the outfit of a 
bride-elect fifty years ago. The change, indeed, 
is characteristic of the change in the times. 
Formerly it was utility which characterized 
the bride’s outfit; now itis luxury. Then it 
was the home interests which were consulted ; 
now it is the personal interests. Formerly it 
was the convenience of both bride and groom 
which entered into the provision of the dowry; 
now it is the more or less luxurious tastes of 
the bride which must be gratified. 

It is hardly fair to set up Miss Gouid’s 
trousseau asthe standard of the luxurious 
tastes of the fin de siecle young woman, as 
with Miss Gould money is no object, but in 
proportion to the money at command the 
modern bride is just as luxurious and extrav- 
agant. Miss Gould probably represents the 
maximum, for she may be set down as the 
wealthiest young woman in the country. It 
is not at all surprising therefore to be told 
that she will make her appearance in the 
Faubourg St. Germaine as the Countess Cas- 
tellane with one hundred and twenty-two 
gowns and suits of various descriptions, fifty- 
two hats and bonnets, twenty-five or thirty 
dozen articles which may be classified under 
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been an exacting one in 
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for all those adornments which make lovely 
woman 80 attractive. The list outlined above 


is far from complete, but Tun Trrisunsz de- 
clines to go into an itemized statement of 


those mysteries of tha toilet which should re- 
main mysteries to the public. It is concerned 
alone with her outer adorning, and that is suf- 
ficient to paralyze the average reader. The 
little Gould girl will enter Paris in triumph. 
She will do ample credit to the Gould mill- 
ions. But what of Count Castellane? Will 
he correspond? Is there no male pony a Pry 
court his collars and neckties, his ts, 
vests, and trousers, his shoes, boots, canes, 
umbrellas, dressing gowns, smoking jackets, 
bath robes, hats and caps, in the designing 
of all Which he is said to be an artist? This 
is needed to complete the outfit of the wed- 
ding. But what would the bride-elect of half 
a century ago have said if she had known the 
time would come when a bride would - boldly 
approach the altar, possessed of mullions of 


dollars and yet without a sheet, bolster, or 


pillow case, nor a table cloth, nor even an 
autograph qullt to her name? Would she not 
have pitied her? 


PUBLIC GRAIN ELEVATORS. 

Attorney-General Moloney of this State 
has given an opinion sustaining that of the 
Railroad and Warehouse Commission in re- 
gard to the conduct of public grain elevators. 
He says the commission has nothing to do 
with private warehouses and its inspectors 
cannot inspect or grade gain into or out of 
such houses and warehousemen cannot deal 
in grain stored in what the law designates as 
public warehouses. Mr. Moloney holds our 
law contemplates that a person or corpora- 
tion owning, controlling, leasing, or manag- 
ing a public warehouse cannot store therein his 
or its own grain or dealin the same. A care- 
ul examination of every case decided on this 
subject justifies the opinion that tha owner, 
lessee, or manager of a public warehouse of 
Class A cannot store his own grain therein or 
issue receipts to himself, and if he attempts to 
do so itis the duty of the board to prevent it. 
This it can effectually do “by refusing to in- 
spect or grade such grain, The Attorney- 
General adds that he has not called atten- 
tion to“considerations of public policy, and 
they are all potent, which would prevent a 
warehouseman from thus storing and mixing 
his own grain with that of his depositors.” 

This opinion is a pretty full and square in- 
dorsement of the position taken by the Chi- 
cago Board of Trade in its struggle with the 
elevators. It not only denies the right of a 
warehouseman to take an unfair advantage 
by mixing his grain with that which has been 
confided to his keepmg by others, but also 
the competing with them by bidding for grain 
in the country or maxzimg offers to sell for 
shipment from the public warehouse. It may 
be presumed that the law does not forbid him to 
conduct one public storehouse for the storage 
of grain belonging to others and a private ware- 
house to be used for the handling of grain on 
his own account, and with the latter he couid 
compete for business as a merchant. But the 
two houses would have to be kept separate, 
and if the ruling of the Attorney-General bs 
correct the grain in the private house would 
not be inspected by the department; hence 
it could not have the advantage of being de- 
liverable on contracts calling for “ reg- 
ular,”’ or whatever benefit there may be in 
selling on an official certificate as to quality. 

The opinion includes the statement that the 
department has no authority to inspect or 
grade grain into or out of private ware- 
houses This may not be a ruling to the 
effect that no inspection should be made into 
or out of private warehouses when request is 
made therefor, but the department hardly 
could continue to inspect for private houses 
while refusing to inspect for public ware- 
houses the managers of which persisted in 
conducting a private grain business in con- 
nection therewith. So the application of the 
rule laid down by the Attorney-General will 
end to reduce the aggregate revenue of the 
inspection department, and if there be not a 
corresponding reduction of working force it 
may be necessary to increase the fees to be 
paid for the service by those entitled to it. 
There is authority for such increase, and it is 
pointed out thatthe present charge for in- 
spection of a carload of grain arriving im this 
city is about the same as the charge when the 
contents of a railroad car of grain were little 
more than half the average load of today. 
Probably the local receivers aud shippers 
would not object to an increase which meant 
lessened competition with them in their busi- 
ness, though the grain merchant in the coun- 
try might find fault with it. 


A pispaton from St. Petersburg says it is 
reported there that Count Tolstoi, the well- 
known novelist and social reformer, is the 
author of the liberal manifesto which has 
been recently issued in reply to the yourg 
Czar’s declaration that he will uphold autoc- 
racy as zealously as his father did. So far as 
this manifesto advocates the right of free 
speech, the supremacy of law over the dicta 
of autocracy, and the right of popular repre. 
sentation in the government, and condemns 
the odious and rescriptive policy of the bu- 
reaucrats it certainly reflects the views which 
Count Tolstoi has many times set forth, but 
there are other parts of it which it does not 
seem possible he could have written. Count 
Tolstoi is usocial and political reformer of an 
advanced type, but he is not a Nihilist. His 
methods are peaceful and he has always 
frowned upon anything resembling violence. 
When, therefore, the manifesto conciudes with 
the significant statement, “ Your words will 
stimulate the readiness to struggle against 
the present hatéful state of things with any 
means. You were the first to begin the strug- 
gle. Ere long it will proceed,” it may well be 
doubted whether Count Tolstol had anything 
to do with writing or publishing it. Count 
Tolstoi is too much concerned with the well- 
being of the peasants about him and too ar- 
dently devoted to the interests of the com- 
mon people all over the empire to risk a com- 
pulsory trip to Siberia by indulging in threats 
of this kind. 


Ir does not look much as if the Democratic

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1 GEORGE WASHINGTON IN YOUTH 


WAS LIKE OTRER YOUNG MEN. 


He Was Even Guilty of Writing Bad Poet- 
ry~One of His, Efforts Was an Acrostic 
Forming a Young Laas“ Name 
His First Love Was His Elder by Two 
ears the Father of Une Young Lady 
Refused His Addresses, and One Gir! 
Jilted Him for a Wealthier Suitor. 

Chautauguan: Among the autographic 
papers of George Washington, purchased of 
his descendants by the Government of the 
United States and preserved in the library of 
the Department of State, are four poems 
written in his youth, probably in his 17th 
year. Two of them are undoubtedly original, 
and are very bad verses. 

One of the original poems has recently been 
discovered to be an acrostic, which was a fash- 
ionable trick of lovemaking in those days, 
and the initial letters of the lines form the 
name Frances Alexa’’—the last word evi- 


the poem is unfinished, the remainder of the 
page on which it is written being blank. The 
muse of the youth{ul poet and lover probably 
became weary. It reuds as follows:

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the object of this effusion was Miss Fanny 
Alexander, a daughter of Capt. Philip Alex- 
ander,a descendant of the Earl of Stirling, 
from whom the City of Alexandria, Va., was 
named. The Captain owned and lived upon 
the estate adjoin Mount Vernon on the 
north. The young lady was two years older 
than Washington and was probably his first 
love. Nothing is known of their courtship 
further than the evidence furnished by this 


poem. 

„A Journal of My Journey Over the Mount- 
ains, which was kept by Washington be- 
tween the Lith of March aad the 13th of 
Avril, 1748, when he was a little more 
16 years old, contains a copy, or perhaps the 
original draft of a friendly and rather oon, 
fidential letter to Dear Friend Robin,” 
who was undoubtedly a youthful school- 
fellow, although he has never been 
identified. The original of this journal is in 
the library of the Department of State, hav- 
ing been discovered by Mr. Sparks, the his- 
torian, in 1827 when overhauling a chest of 
old letters and documents at Mount Vernon 
in search of historical material. In 1834, 
with a 28 of other papers, it was pur- 
chased by Congress, and in 1892 was printed 
literally with copious and valuable explanatory 
notes by Dr. J. M. Toner, the accomplisied 
oracle of Washingtonia. 

The letter reads as follows:

The sister of Mrs. Fairfax, who revived “‘a 
former passion in this youth of 16, was 
Miss Mary Cary, the daughter of Col. Wilson 
Cary, for thirty Jour years Collector of Cus- 
tows at Hampton, Va., and for the Lover 
James River. He was a man of large wealth 
and aristocratic connections, his eldest 
daughter having married the cousin of Lord 
Fairfax and the manager of his American es- 
tates, which amounted to more than 3,000,- 
000 acres. 

Bishop Meade, in his Old Churches and 
Families of Virginia,” says that Washington 
‘was an ardent admirer of Miss Mary Cary, 
and at one time asked Col, Cary’s permis- 
sion to pay his addresses to her, but was re- 
fused. The young lady afterwards married 
Mr. Edward Ambier, who was a great swell 
among the colonial aristocracy, being a grad- 
uate of Cambridge and the owner of a large 
estate near Jamestown. He died in 1768, 
at the age of 35, and his widow, who sur- 
vived uutil 1781, was a frequent guest at 
Mount Vernon after Washington’s marriage, 
as his diary shows. 

About this time Washi n wrote another 
tender letter in which healludes again to Miss 
Cary. This was adaressed to Dear Sally.“ 
whose other name is unknown, and it reads:

The Lowland Beauty,“ to whom Washing. 
ton so tenderly refers in his letter to “My 
Dear Robin,“ is supposed to have been Miss 
Lucy Grymes of Westmoreland County, who, 
in 1758, married Henry Lee, Esq., of Strat- 
ford Hail, and became the mother of the 
famous Light Horse Harry,“ the Custer of 
the Revolution. Very little is known of Miss 
Grymes or of Washington’s attentions to her. 
Other writers assume that the Lowland 
Beauty was Miss Betsy, the daughter of Will- 
iam Fauntleroy of Fredericksburg, Va., who 
also refused Washington’s attentions. 

The Fauntleroy family bad a fine planta- 
tion at Naylor’s Hold, on the Rappahannock, 
about fifteen miles from Wakefield, the birth- 
place of Washington. In 1752, when he was 
20 years old, the iatter addressed a letter to 
Mr. Fauntleroy, which has been preserved, 
asking permiesion to make a proposal of mar- 
riage to his daughter, , in the hope, he says, 
ot a revocation of a former cruel sentence,

This letter was written immediately after 
dhis return from the voyage he made to Barba- 
feces with his brother Lawrence, who was in 
8 eble health at the time, and died soon after.

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ORUELTY OF THE OHINESE

Havana, Cuba, Feb. 26.—News hus reached 
here of the attempt of the insurgents to over- 
throw the government. The rebels at Guan- 
tanamo, under the leadership of Henry Brooks, 
who is the wealthiest resident of Santiago de 
Cuba, bad an encounter with the government 
troops near Santa Cecilia. Three prisoners 
were captured, and the rest of the insurgent 
forces fled to the woods, In the engagement 
at Ybarra, near Matanzas, two of the rebels 
were killed and many wounded. They also 
lost fourteen rifles and a large amount 
of ammunition. They are now surrounded 
in the woods, near the Ignatia plantation. It 
isexpected they will be captured. Manuel 
Garcia, the noted revolutionary leader, was 
in the vicinity of Agaacate with sixteen ad- 
herents, and was said to be iting men by 
force. A report has circulated 
that Garcia was killed, but no de- 
tails were received. Arms for the 
revolutioniste were found on a plantation 
near Matanzas and seized. In addition four 
trunks containing arms and cavalry equip- 
ments were found among the baggage of 
passengers of the steamer City of Washing- 
ton last Monday” and confiscated. Many 
persons implicated in the _ revolution- 
aty movement have been arrested. 
Others who, it is said, came from 
New York, arrived here yesterday and were 
presented to the Governor-General. Spanish 
gunboats keep a close watch along the coast. 
The general impression here is that the revolu- 
tion has been subdued. Public opinion is al- 
most unanimously opposed to the uprising. 

Havana, Cuba, Feb. 26, via Key West, Fia. 
—Martial law has been declared here, and the 
police and Spanish garrisons throughout the 
island are on the alert to prevent an uprising. 
Slight outbreaks have already occurred at 
Cienfuegos and Matanzas. At the latter 
place three Cuban patriots have been arrested 
andasmall quantity of arms seized, The 
coast guards on land and gunboats by sea are 


- patrolling the coasts to prevent the landing of 
- filibusters from Florida, Honduras, or Costa 


Rica. Spiesin Tampa and Key West have 
reported unusual activity among refugees 
and have forwarded some information of a 
‘general conspiracy afoot. The government 
seems to fear an insurrection and to be tak- 
ing extreme measures to stamp it out. 

Mans, Feb. 26.—At the conclusion of the 
special meeting of the Cabinet held last 
night, at which the Minister of the Colonies, 
Sefior Abarusea, and the Minister of War, 
Gen. Lopez Dominguez, announced that the 
government had authorized the issuing of a 
proclamation by the Governor-General of 
Cuba in order to suppress the armed bands 
of brigands which have appeared in 
the Provinces of Matanzas and Puerto Prin- 
cipe, the Ministers mentioned said that if 
rigorous measures had been adopted in Cuba 
their sole object was to suppress brigandage 
by giving full effect to the law. The Minis- 
ters denied that any serious disorders had oc- 
curred; and they also said that there was no 
truth in the report that troops [rom the 
Philippine Islands had been landed in Cuba, 

New York, Feb. 26.—The outbreak in Cuba 
reported in last night's cable dispatches is 
said to have been hatched in New York. It is 
said that cipher dispatches received here yes- 
terday by members of the Cuban revolution- 
ary party, to whom the date set for the up- 
rising has been known since Feb, 9, told 
that the revolution had been begun. 
Joss Marti, twice banished from Cu- 
ban soil because of his hate of 
Spanish domination, and Gen. Maximo 
Gomez, who commanded the eastern wing of 
the Cuban rebels in the revolution of 1868, 
left New York two weeks ago for Vera Cruz, 
and the news received last night from Cuba 

tells that they have landed, for their arrival 
was to be the signal for the uprising. This 
movement will be known as the Marti revo- 
lution, for itis José Marti, now on Cuban 
soil for the third time, who will be the head 
of the provisional government if the revolu- 
tionists are successful. Gen. Gomez, who ac- 
companied him, is the commander-in-chief of 
the revolutionary forces. 

Men who are high in tne councils of the Cu- 
ban party here and who are intrusted with the 
date set for the uprising, said last night that 
with the arms which have been smuggled into 
Cuba during the last few weeks and which 
were landed near Matanzas and other points 
and those already in possession of the pairiot 
forces Gen. Gomez would be able to arm 
3,000 men at once and many more within a 
very short time. The Spanish forces on the 
island amount to 16,000 men.

Lowpor, Feb. 26.—The acceptance by the 
government of the bimetallist resolution in 
the House of Commons tonight does not in- 
dioate any change of ministerial opinion on 
the currency problem.

League. The resolution in substance was that 
“this House regards with increasing appre- 
hension the constant fluctuations and growing 
divergence in the relative value of gold 
and silver and heartily concurs in the recent 
expression of opinion upon the part of the 
Government of France and the Government 
and Parliament of Germany in regard to the 
serious evils resulting therefrom. It there- 
fore urges upon the government the desira-

The friends of the proposed amendment to 

the law of libel achieved a signal victory in 

the House today and sent the bill to a third 
reading. It will be eugrossed this week and 
probably put on its passage in a fortnight or 
less, It chances of getting through the House 
are exceedingly good. It has for four or five 
days been suspended in mid-air on a proposi- 
tion to reconsider the vote by which it was 
referred to the committee. Many members 
embraced the opportunity to give the bill 
careful scrutiny and satisfy themselves as’ to 
the fairness and justice of the measure.

confined strictly to party lines lasting over 
two hours the report submitted by Chairman 
Anthony of the committee recommending 
that the ballots in connection with the Mc-

atorial District be sent for and counted, and 
also that the County Clerks having custody 
of the same be subpeenaed to appear before 
the committee, was adopted without amend. 
ment. ithe vote stood 29 yeas to 12 nays. 
Senator Hamer alone of all the Republicans 
voted in the negative. | „ 
The debate was precipitated by the report 
submitted by Senator Anthony, Chairma® of 
the Senate Elections committee, immediate- 
ly after the reading of the journal. Follow- 


ing is the report: 

The Senate Committee on Elections begs leave 
to report that, hav heard the testimony in the 
case of the contest of William O. Wilson vs. Rob- 
ert L. McKinlay, it has decided to recount the 
votes cast for nator in the Forty-third Senato- 
rial District at the November election, 1894, and 
recommends : : 

That the Committee on Electiona be and is 
hereby atithorized to recount the votes cast for 
Senator in the several counties com ing the 
Forty-third Senatorial District at election 
held Nov. 6, 1894. That there shall be furnished 
to said committee subpoenas signed by the Presi- 
dent of the Senate for the County Clerks of Ed- 
gar, Clark, Cumberland. and ngham Coun- 
ties, requiring them to produce before the Com- 
mittee on Elections the lots cast at said elec- 
tion for the purpose of having the same recount- 
ed by said committee; and upon the production 
of the ballots as aforesaid the said committee re- 
count the same and reportthe result thereof to 
the Senate, and that said committee be furnished 


1 with subpoenas for such other witnesses as it 


may designate. 

Senator Anthony, in moving the adoption 
of the report, explained that it embodied the 
decision of the committee after a due hearing 
of the testimony and listening to the argu- 
ments of counsel on both sides. 

Senator Craig responded by asking a post- 
ponement of the quesgion uatil tomorrow in 
order to afford him the time to prepare an 
ton behalf of the minority of the 
committee, Asareason for this request he 
said that by agreement with Senator Anthony 
the report was to be submitted to him for 


amendment, but that he had received it only 


a few minutes previous to the convening 
of the Senate, and hence had had no o 
portunity to prepare any amend- 
ments. He assured the members 
that he and his colleagues had no complaints 
to make and merely contended for postpone- 
ment to obtain the time necessary to prepare 
such amendments as they wished to make. 
He said that ballots were not always pre- 
served intact by public officers having them 
in charge; that while he was not ready to say 
they were tampered with, the ballots were the 
best evidence obtainable in cases of this kind, 
and it was necessary first to show that such 
was the case before the Senate should permit 
Senator McKinlay or any one elge to abide by 
the result of such count. 

The debate was participated in for two 
hours by Senator Anthony, Senator Leeper, 
Senator. Berry, Senator Salomon, Senator 
Crawford, Senator Mahoney, Senator Coon, 
and ator Ford. 

Senator Higbee offered an amendment to 
the report, providing as a condition that the 
ballots be shown to have been kept unopened 
in the hands of the proper officials.

SECRETARY OF STATE’S REPORT OUT. 


Shows an Increase ia the Profits of the 
State Department, 


Sprinerietp, III., Feb. 26.—[Special.]— 
Secretary of State Hinrichsen’s first biennial 
report is being distributed today. The re- 
port shows a vast increase in the profits of 
the State Department and is valuable for 
the many suggestions it contains touching 
heeded reforms in the administration of the 
State. Government. Several of these sug- 
gestions concernimg the dissolution of corpora- 
tions and the methods of organizing cities, 
towns, and villages have already been em- 
bodied in the bills which which have been in- 
troduced in the Legislature and whose course 
is being carefully guided by the Secretary of 


State. 

The report shows that for the six months 
ending March 31, 1893, for the first three 
months of which Mr. Pearson discharged the 
duties of Secretary of State, the fees received 
from all sources, including ‘corporations in 
process of organization, commissions of no- 
taries public and peace officers, as well as 
miscellaneous fees, amounted to $15,411, 
About half of this sym was collected by Mr. 
Pearson. For the six months ending Sept. 30, 
18938, the fees received from the same sources 
amounted to $20,655. A decided increase 
was created by the passage of the law increas- 
ing the fees for incorporating companies 
organized for pecuniary prafit, from $5.50 to 

25. For the six months ending March 31, 
1804, the fees from the sources-already indi- 
cated amounted to $34,173.29, and for a 
similar period ending September 30, 1894, 
to $27,545. During the year ended on the 
date last mentioned the increase in receipts 
was in itself equal to the total fees received 
in any previous year. The total receipts of 
the office for the two years ending Oct. 1.

Rocxyorp, III., Feb. 26.—[Special.]— The 
third annual meeting of the National Butter 
and Cheese Makers’ Association opened here 
today. Scores of butter and cheese makers 
from all over the country arrived by every 
train today, and hundreds more are expected 
tomorrow.

Seeretasy E. I. Burridge read his annual 
report, deferring the financial portion of it 
until after the Executive committee shall 
have examined his books. He recommended 
the substitution of medals for cash for premi- 
ums, as the cash prizes are frequently divided 
into so many parts that winners receive as low 
as 38cents.

THEY WANT A BOYOO?T ENJOINED. 


Clement, Bane & Co. Filg a Bill in the 
Superior Court. 

Clement, Bane & Co., clothing maaufactur- 
ers, filed a bill in the Superior Court yester- 
day against the Clothing Cutters’ and Trim- 
mers’ Association to restrain the latter from 
prosecuting a boycott. The suit grows out of 
the strike in October. The places of the men 
who went out were filled by new men, and the 
bill alleges that since that time the union has 
been carrying on a warfare against the firm 
on account of the employment in its shop of 
non-union men. The firm and its immediate 
predecessors, the bill says, have been in buri- 
ness in Chicago twenty-seven years. It em- 
ploys from twenty to fifty cutters and trim- 
mers and twenty travelmg salesmen, and 
gives out piece work which furnishes employ- 
ment to 1,000 persons. The Clothmg Cutters’ 
and Trimmers’ Association of Chicago, Local 
No. 61, is governed by a constitution which 
requires that agreement made between it and 
employers must provide for the exclusive em- 
ployment of members of associution, that 
clothing cutters to be recognized by the union 
must belong to the association. In October, 
it is alleged, it became necessary on account 
of the condition of trade to reduce salaries 
and the strike resulted. Within two days all 
the vacant places were filled by men who 
have remained in the empioy of the firm ever 
since. A committee of the strikers demand- 
ed that all the old men be taken back at in- 
creased wages, the new men discharged, and 
that in the future only union men be em- 
ployed. The bill alleges the firm offered to 


submit the whole matter to arbitration, but 


the committee refused the offer, and then a 
boycott was declared and circulars were 


sent to all buyers, mane, them 
yee ig with Clement, ne & 


Co., and saying among other things: 
„This firm is also one of the list of dealers 
handling convict-made goods, and it has been 
abown init this system of manufacturing has 
been carried on while smallpox and other dis- 
eases prevailed in the prisons.“ The bill de- 
nies that any of the goods were made in places 
infected by smallpox or any other disease, 
and charges that the circular has done a great 
deal of harm. The court is told $2,000 was 
voted by the association to pay the expenses 
of men tu visit customers in the various 
States, many of whom were induced to place 
heavy orders elsewhere. The complainant 
also avers that the members of the associa- 
tion have made it a 2 to lie in wait for 
the new men and harass them, and that one 
was driven to desperation and suicide. The 
bill asks that the ee members of the 
association be enjoined from sending out cir- 
culurs or sending agents or representatives to 
the customers or interfermg in any way with 
its business or employés, The bili is sup- 
ported by a number of affidavits of employés,

MORE GLOOMY BACH DAY. 


On Top of the Santa Fe Announcement of 
a Reduction in Second-Ciass California 
Chiesgo Rates Comes a Request from 
the Usion Pacific for Authority to Pay 
a $5 Commission on Such Business 
Northwestern Lumber Dealers Want 
Lower Rates=—Rallroad Nates, 


Notwithstanding the efforts of Chairman 
Caldwell to prevent demoralization in West- 
ern passenger rates and secure the perfection 
of thenew Western Trunk Line passenger 
agreement the situationis growing worse. 
On top of the notice of the Santa Fé announc- 
ing a reduction in the second-class rete from 
Los Angeles and Southern California points 
to Chicago comes a request from General 
Passenger Agent Lomax of the Union Pacific 
for authority to pay a commission of $5 on 
all classes of tickets from San Frau- 
cisco to Chicago to afford him relief against 
the alleged manipulation of tickets over the 
Rio Grande Western, Burlington and Missou- 
ri River, and Chicago, Burlington and Quincy 
railroads, which ha chargesare selling tickets 
at short line rates from San Francisco to 
Omaha and thence via Kansas City to Chica- 
go, and vice versa, thus leaving the portions 
between Omaha and Kansas City to be 
manipulated by scalpers. Mr. Lomax’s re- 
quest was submitted by Mr. Caldwell to the 
General Passenger Agents of the various 
Western roads in this city. He received sev. 
eral replies advising him not to grant the re- 
quest, as it would only aggravate the situa- 
tion, but suggesting that the Southern Pa- 
cific should be prevailed upon to prevent the 
sale of such irregular tickets, Subsequently 
notice was received from the General Pas- 
senger Agent of the Southern Pacific stating 
that his company had ordered a withdrawal 
of all such tickets. 

Efforts are still being made to prevail upon 
the Southern California road (Santa Fé) not 

ut in the $2.50 reduction on second-class 
Hebets from Southern California points. 
Chairman Caldwell has made a rulmg that 
under the agreement the Santa Fé has not the 
right to make such reduction without bring- 
ing the matter first before the association. 
This ruling has been telegraphed to the Gen- 
eral Passenger Agontof the Southern Califor- 
nia, but no answer has been received, 

General Passenger Agent Chariton of the 
Alton has sent a communication to Chairman 
Caldwell protesting against the accusation 
made against his road by General Passenger 
Agent ‘Byrne that it is a party to the alleged 

cut rates via El Paso and the Texas Central. 

The position taken by the Cotton Belt road 
aggravates the situation. A dispatch received 
from St. Louis last evening states that Gen- 
eral Passenger Agent Le Baume of the Cotton 
Belt says his road will not become a party to 
the Western Trunk Line Passenger Associa- 
tion unless a committee be formed with head- 
quarters in St. Louis to take charge of the 
Southwestern business, and that the Chair- 
manship of such committee be given to L. F. 
Day, Chairman of the Southwestern Traffic 
Association. The Cotton Belt people also 
want the agreement to provide that the pro- 
posed St. Louis committee be merged in the 

Southwestern Traffic Association, if ufter the 
expiration of ninety days this course seems 
desirabie to members of that association.

Northwestern Dealers Anxious to Compete 
Agaiuat Southern Competition, 

Lumber merchants at Northern Minnesota 
and Wisconsin points claim to have been al- 
most driven out of the trade by the competi- 
tion of Southern pine lumber, which can be 
delivered in Western and Southwestern terri- 
tory at lower prices thun the Northwestern 
product. The high freight rates on lumber 
from Northern Minnesota and Wisconsin 
points, they say, are mainly responsible for 
trouble.

“This story probably -originated,”’ 
said Harriet Taylor Upton, from 
the fact that Mrs, Willard and Lady Somerset 
called on Mrs. Cleveland last week.
